OPINION OF THE SUPREME COURT IN THE 
LACLEDE CO. CASE. 


The Peremptory Writ Applied For by 
the City Denied—A Lengthy Opinion 
Handed Down To-Day by Justice Sher- 
wood—The Contract Between the City 
and the Gas Co., Under Ordinance No. 
13,499, Beyond the Power of the City to

When it was 
passed the company declined to comply with 
it and continuec to charge the old 
price for ras, sO on June 
20 an atlernative writ of mandamus 
was granted by the Supreme Court on the ap- 
plication of the city, requiring the company 
why it should not obey and 
observe the terms of the ordinance.

Rough Voyage of the North German 
Lloyd Steamer Trave. 


A TRIP NEVER TO BE FORGOTTEN BY 
THE PASSENGERS ON BOARD. 


One of the Passengers Suicides or Is 

. Washed Overboard—The' Buchtell Col- 
lege Horror—A Frightful Wreck—Four 
Men Killed—Serious Fire and Explo- 
sion—Miss Phind’s Fatal Fall—Bodies 
Washed Ashore—Killed at a Crossing— 
Destructive Fire—Casualties. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 15.—One of the most re- 
Markable westward voyages the Norddeut- 
seher Lloyd steamer Trave ever made was 
completed when she reached her pier yester- 


day. Baffling winds, hurricanes, gales and 
rains, squalls without and the roars of tigers 
and Other wild beasts, mingled with the 
twittering of thousands of song birds, within 
the big steamer, rendered the Trave’s tripa 
lively one to say the least, If anything was 
needed to add interest to the voyage it was 
furnished in the form of an accidental death 
or suicide—the Trave’s officers are not sure 
which—of a second cabin assenger 
Mrs. Jola Oelwing, who disappearec 
Dec. 11, when the steamer was offthe Banks. 
When the Trave left Nedenham, which may 
be called the Hoboken of Bremen, there were 
animmense number of saloon and second- 
Class cabin passengers on board and 400 
steerage. The vessel also had besides a big 
cargo of general merchandise and a menag- 
erie of wild beasts and birds which were be- 
tween decks forward. In a’room by them- 
selves were 9,000 birds, mostly canaries, 
shipped to various parties in New York. 

ftofthis room, which was on the Orlop 
deck, iron -bound cages con- 
taining a collection of wild an- 
imals sent over >: Herr Heyenberk 
to join others of their kind in the Central 
Park Menagerie. Keepers from Central Park 
were in charge. There wasa huge African 
lion whohad a cave all to himself, and he 
looked flerce enough to chew up the entire 
collection. His voice was in excellent condl- 
tion, and he practiced itallthe way. Inthe 
next cage, opposite the lion, were two beau- 
tifully marked tigers. There were alsotwo 
hyenas, six ostriches, one emu, an Angora 
roatandanantelope. The weather was un- 
settied until Dec. 9, when a tremendous 
southwesterly hurricane struck the steamer. 
Bhe was almost buried at times, the waves 
sweeping clean over the bridge. Capt. 
Bussius ordered the engines put at reduced 
speed, and for thirty-six hours the 
Trave came slowly on with her nose plunging 
under the seas haif of the time. It was at 
this timethbat the wild animals began their 
howling, and it was aclose match between 
the lion and the twotigers astowhich could 
make the most nolse. The hyenas joined in 
the chorus and laughed and now and again 
barked shrilly. Thenthe antelope, the emu 
and the Angora goat added their voices to 
the din, while the ostrichestried to keep on 
their sea legs, though tossed to and fro in 
their cages, and occassionally squeaked out 
their disgust atthe whole proceeding. Even 
above the din of the storm those forward 
could hear the roars and screeches of the 
wild beasts, but the saloon and cabin pas- 
sengers were too faraway. They were busily 
engayed atthistimeintrying to &eep thelr 
fect or in belng seasick. 

The storm went down finally in a Measure 
on Dec. 11 when the steamer was off the 
Banks. It beganto rainlatethat afternoon 
and in the afternoon it became freezing cold. 
Rain squalis struck the vessel at intervals, 
butthe rain froze on the deck, covering It 
witha sheet ofice. Thespars and yards were 
ice-covered also—beautiful to look at but 
dangerous to handle. After dinner that day 
the concert given during eachtrip was held 
in the cabin, and Mrs. Jola Oelwing, the 
gZecond cabin passenger afterward missed, 
attended with her room mate, Miss Henrietta 
Feliman. She wasseen to drinka glass of 
champacne in response toa toast, but no one 
saw her leave the cabin. She _ was 
missed at 9:30 o'clock by Miss Feld- 
man, who reported that she had 
not returned to her room. Capt. Bussius or- 
dered a thorough search ofthe vessel to be 
made and many of the passengers assisted. 
One ofthe officers remembered that he saw 
Mrs. Oelwing on deck about 9o’clock. He 
went forward just after that, and a moment 
latera big wave struck the vessel, washing 
her decks. Mrs. Oelwing was not seen after- 
ward. The decks were very slippery and she 
Was probably washed overboard, though 
some thought it possible that she had com- 
mitted suicide. She was a handsome 
woman, 23 years old, and she _ had 
made many friends on board by 
her light-hearted, vit?acious manner, 
for she was always cheerful. She was on her 
way to join her husband in Chicago. All mer- 
riment on board was effectually checked when 
Mrs. Oelwing’s death became a certainty. 
The vessel plunged into the gale on Dec. 12, 
and fromthat time until she reached Sandy 
Hook Bar yesterday, she fought her way 
through gales and rain squalls. The steamer 
ran through an electrical storm on Saturday 
and the booming of the thunder was answerec 
by the roars of the animals below decks. 
They roared and screeched in chorus when 
the vessel came up the bay yesterday. 


Miss Rhind’s Fatal Fall. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Miss Francis Rhind, 
who lived in the Hotel Albert, Eleventh street 
and University place, was killed early yester- 
day morning by falling from a fourth-story 


window ofthe hotel. Early yesterday morn- 
inga guestatthe st. Stephen’s Hotel, next 
door, heard a loud crash of breaking glass, 
actompanied by a woman’s shriek. He 
opened his window and saw the prostrate 
form of a small woman lying in the yard of 
the hotel. She was taken into the St. 
Stephen’s, and shortly afterward, her father, 
an old man, sl years old, came in from the 
Albert and recognized the mangled form of 
the woman as his daughter, Frances. The 
woman was still alive and was taken to a 
hospital, where she died shortly after being 
admitted. Miss Rhind, who was 40 years old, 
has lived with her father and mother at the 
Albert Hotel for the past fourteen weeks. The 
family came from the South, and it is said 
they are related to the late Commodore Rhind 
ofthe United States Navy. The father and 
mother are both prostrated at their 
daughter’s untimely death.

THE INDIAN TROUBLE. 


Dr. Nave on the Situation—Signals forthe 
Warpath. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 15.—Rev. O. I. 
Nave, anarmy chaplain who has spent eight 
years among the Indians, made an interest- 
ing address last night at McKendrie M. E. 


Church onthe Indians and the relations of 
the Government towards them. Dr. Nave 
said he was not in harmony with the general 
cequrse of the Government towards the In- 
dians. He thought we were wrong from the 
first. The Government’s administration of 
the Indians had, he said, been mismanaged. 
He disagreed with the belief that the Indians 
were savages. The American people had made 
some of them savages. Promises had been 
broken so often that the Indians had at last 
lost confidence in the white people, said Dr. 
Nave. He contended that the Government 
had no right to forbid the ghost dance. If it 
were a war dance, he said, calculated to in- 
flame the Indians, there would be some rea- 
son forthis. But the dance is only a religious 
ceremony. The Sioux, catching the doctrine 
of our Christianity, look for a deliverer. They 
were called upon by Short Bull’s harangue 
and sermon to appear at Post Creek naked— 
men naked and women naked. They were to 
carry absolutely nothing with them. Does 
that look asthough it wasa hostile demon- 
stration? In conclusion, Dr. Nave said that 
the lawless characters among the Indians 
were no more common than among the 
whites. 


Sienals for the Warpath. 


PINE RIDGE AGENCY (via Rushville, Neb.), 
Dec. 15.—On Saturday night, at about 9 
o’clock, a great light suddenly blazed up in 
the direction of the Bad Lands, and after the 
fire had faded to a sullen glow it was followed 
by numerous other signals. The friendlies 
say that is a signal for all Indians who are not 
dogs and traitors to take the warpath within 
one sun. The friendlies are being kept under 
close survellance. 

Gen. Brooke sent out some friendlies to 
bring in the hostiles, but they had their pipe 
of peace shot into pieces. The. Seventh and 
Ninth Cavalry started for the bad lands at 
daylight. The Sixth and Ninth Cavairy, from 
the Black Hills, is advancing from ‘the West.

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INVESTIGATING RAUM. 


PENSION ATTORNEY GEO. E. LEMON BE- 
FORE THE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


His Financial Transactions With the Com- 
missioner—Senator Sanders’ Silver Bill 
—The Flower Resolution to Be Reported 
Favorably—Investigating the Alleged 
Silver Pool—Proceedings in the Senate 
and House. 


WASHINGTON, D. ©., Dec. 15.—Geo. E. Le- 
mon, the Pension Attorney, was before the 
Raum Investigating Committee to-day. Mr. 
Lemon testified that he had never recom- 
mended to Commissioner Raum the appoint- 
ment of any person in his employ. 
He did not recall in his 
whole career ever having recommended 
any person to any Commissioner of Pensions, 
save Mr. Whelpley, who he recommended to 
Commissioner Tanner, but Whelpley was not 
appointed. He had never spoken to Com- 
missioner Raum about the appointment or 
promotion of any person, and had 
never, directly or indirectly, re- 
quested any person to secure an 
appointment from the Pension Office. On 
cross-examinationh by Mr. Cooper, Mr. Lemon 
said Whelpley had been in the Pension Office 
before coming into his employ. Witness rec- 
ommended him because he was competent. 
Witness objected to Mr. Cooper’s question 
of what salary he paid Mr. Whelpley, 
but when Mr. Sawyer, the acting chairman, 
said hesaw noharm init, the witness an- 
swered, $1,500 and some compensation for 
extra work. Mr. Lemon said that in the 
Record was Mr. Cooper’s declaration, ‘‘that 
the consequence of the completed files order 
is that it has naturally operated as a 
private order for the benefit of 
the man who procured its making. Of 
the thirty test cases submitted by Mr. Lemon, 
the evidence shows only 15 per cent of them 
were completed in fact.’’ 

He (Mr. Lemon) wanted to saythat that 
statement did hima greatinjury and it was 
untrue. Of these casés, Only two needed fur- 
ther information supplied by the attorney. 
Thirteen others were not altogether com- 
plete, but that was because information was 
needed which only the Pension Bureau could 
supply. 

To Mr. Cooper witness said he had never 


indorsed any note for Raum, except one for 
$12,000 in the Bank of the Republic. 

Q.: ‘*Did you indorse paper for him inthe 
Citizens’ Bank?’’ 

A.: **‘Never,’’ 

Q.: ‘*Did he not get money there at your 
procurement?’’ 

A.: **No sir; he got money there on the in- 
dorsement of some of the strongest men in 
the country.’' 

Mr. Cooper asked further questions about 
Gen. Raum’s financial relations with the 
Citizens’ Bank. 

Mr. Lemon said he was a director in the 
bank. Gen. Raum had been a depositor there 
for years,and he did not think he ought to 
answer these questions. 

Mr. Goodnight: ‘*As an officer of that bank, 
did you influence the bank officers to get the 
money?’’ 

Mr. Lemon: ‘‘Not at all. I think most of 
the indorsements were obtained when I was 
not present. I never influenced the bank 
officers in any way.’’ 


The Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 15.—The Senate 
met at 100’clocKk this morning, there being 
about a dozen Senators present when that 
body was called to order. 


On motion of Mr. Edmunds the Judiciary 
Committee was granted leave to sit during 
the sessions of the Senate. 

The presiding officer stated that the regular 
order of business was the consideration of 
the Calendar. Mr. Morgan inquired what 
had become of the Dolph resolution. 

The presiding officer replied that it was sub- 
ject to be called up. Mr. Morgan said that 
Mr. Dolph had in his speech made some state- 
ments which should be replied to. He (Mor- 
gan) did not desire tocall up the resolution. 
But this was the second day that the Senator 
irom Oregon had been absent, and if the gen- 
tleman were not present to-morrow hg (Mor- 
gan) would call up the resolution. 

Mr. Edmunds presented the credentials.of 
the election of his colleague, Justin 8. Morrfil. 
Laid on the table. 

The first bill considered on the calendar 
was one enlarging the rights of homesteaders 
on the public Jands. Vasssed. (it provides 
that when parties settled opposite surveyed 
lands and therefore were obliged to take up 
less than 160acres, they may extend their 
holdings not to exceed 160 acres.) 

On motion of Mr. Pierce, House bill was 

assed for the erection of a public building at 

‘argo, N. D., ata cost of $100,000. 

The bill subjecting oleomargerine to the 
operation of State laws and the Paddock pure 
food bill and the Conger pure lard bill having 
come up in their order, were laid aside with- 
out prejudice at the request of Mr. Farwell. 

On motion of Mr. Jones of Arkansas, House 
bill was passed for the erection of a public 
building at Camden, Ark., at a cost of $25,000. 

The Senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of the elections bill, the floor being taken 
by Mr. Colquitt.

A NEW MILKING MACHINE. 


Milks Cows Cheaply and Advantageously 
to Themselves and Milk Drinkers. 


From the London Times. 

On the farm of Haining Mains, on the estate 
of the Duke of Portland, for some months 
past a new milking machine, invented by Mr. 
William Murchland, Sanitary Engineer of 
Kilmarnock, has been in operation. 

The apparatus, as installed at Haining 
Mains, is of a very simple character. An 
ordinary iron pipe, one inch in diameter, is 
carried round the cow-house at a e¢onvenient 
height above the shoulders of the cows. It 


communicates with a hand pump, whereby 
the air is drawn from «the 
cular tank connected with a4 
well of water serving as a _ regulator 
of the vacuum. From the ‘fron pipe 
roject connections, one op ite the space 
tween every pois ofan » @ach connec- 
tion being furnished with a stop-cock. To any 
one of these connections is fitted S length of 
India rubber tubing, the other end being at- 
tached toa nozzle near the top of the milk 
pail, whichis of special construction, The 
pail is cylindrical in form, with a truncated 
conical top. Its opening,which is four inches 
wide, is closed by means of a thick glass disk 
which rests inside flush with the outer rim of 
the pail, supported by a thick r band, 
held in place by a provecting. ledge under- 
neath. Onone side of the shoulder of the 
pail is the nozzle which has been’ fyeferred to 
and on the opposite side are four similar noz- 
zles, allof which are like the small connec- 
tions upon the iron pipe. The golitary nozzle 
isfor attachments tothe long flexible tube 
from the iron pipe; the other four are for 
short lengths of tubing connected in their 
turi with specially constructed teat cups, 
each of which receives a teat of the cow un- 
der operation. The cups, like the pail, are 
made of tinned iron, and each one is provided 
with atapor stop cock. The a pel has, 
in addition toits handle,a coupes hooks, 
by means of which itis syspended a little in 
front of the cow’s udder, a broad band of 
girthing being laid across the animal’s loins 
or the purpose. 

The modus operandliis very simple. When 
allis ready, the pump is work by a lad, and 
the air isthus exhaused from the tro 
Then apail, withits cups attached, 
justed under the cow, the long tu 
to one of the connections overh , the stop 
cock is opened, and a partial vacnum is es- 
tablished within the paih Next, one of the 
cups is moistened and placed goas toem- 
brace a tegt; the stop cock of the @up is then 
opened, the teat is thus brought r the in- 
fluence of the vacuum, and the greater ex- 
ternal atmospheric ews at once causes 
the milk to begins tofiow. After all four cups 
have thus been adjusted, four jets of milk can 
be seen flowing into the can immediately be- 
neath the glass cover. In from eight to ten 
minutes the cow is milked ‘‘dry.’’ 

The animals submit very uletly to this 
novel method of milking, nd after the first 
time they appear to be a conscious 
that they are being deprived oftheir milk.

REBATERS MUST TESTIFY. 


Judges BLODGETT and GRESHAM have 
both decided that the provision in the Con- 
stitution that no person ‘‘shall be com- 
**pelled in any criminal case to be a wit- 
**ness against himself’’ is not violated when 
a witness iscompelfed to testify against 
another person, even when he must reveal 
his own guilt in doing so, as the law pro- 
vides that his testimony so given shall not 
be used against himself. 

Where the law distinctly provides that 
self-criminating evidence given by a wit- 
ness on the trial of another shall not be 
used against himself to indict him or 
when he is put on trial, it cannot 
be said that he has been compelled 
to be a witness against him- 
self, since he has only been compelled to be 
a witness against another person; and 
therefore parties to an unlawful rebate ar- 
rangement should be compelled to testify 
against each other. 

There is little probability that an appeal 
from this decision to the Supreme Court 
will procure its reversal. The old common 
law principle that a prisoner on trial shall 
not be compelled to testify against himself, 
is incorporated in State Constitutions as 
well as in the Federal, and State 
and Federal laws have been’ enacted 
to enable’ the courts to use one 
party to a crime as a witness against 
another, without making either a witness 
against himself, The Blodgett-Gresham 
decision is sustained by so much reason 
and sO many State court decisions that its 
reversal is extremely improbable. 

The framers of the Constitution evidently 
meant that only the person on trial should 
not be compelled to testify, and that the 
whole burden of proving his guilt should 
rest on the prosecution. To hold that they 
meant also to protect’criminals against the 
testimony of their partners in crime would 
be to offer encouragement to law-breaking 

conspiracies and render conviction impos- 
sible except when crimes are committed in 
the presence of innocent witnesses.

NIBBLING AT STANFORD’S HOOK. 

If the Farmers’ Alliance does not keepa 
sharp lookout it may find itself playing 
into the hands of some of the greatest cor- 
morants now engaged in the monopoly 
line of business and politics. It seems 
ready to swallow the gudgeon bait of 
STANFORS’s farmers’ loan project, and 
shows some tendency to blindly help him 
and HUNTINGTON and GOULD to complete 
on easy, cheap and safe conditions the 
greatest scheme of public robbery in the 
history of this or any other continent. 

The recommendation that the Govern- 
ment shall be urged to foreclose its lien on 
the Pacific roads looks hostile to the men 
who have made such enormous for- 
tunes out of those roads. But is 
it? They have taken ‘care to own, 
free from any government lien, the 
terminals without which the  prop- 
would be comparatively value- 
less. It would be worth more to them 
than to anybody else, and who could bid 
against them ata forced sale of it? No- 
body else would control more of the first 
lien bonds which would take precedence of 
the Government’s claim, and itis by no 
means a violent supposition that they have 
been preparing for a Government foreclos- 
ure for years past, and counting on it as 
the very thing toclear off the incumbrances 
with which they have loaded up the roads, 
with so much clear profit to themselves, 
and give them the entire property clear for 
apart of the wealth they have already 
made out of it. 

They would hardly have carried matters 
with such a high: hand and courted fore- 
closure so openly as they haveif they had 
not felt themsel%es masters of the situa- 
tion. When monopolists are looking 
around fora cogverient and efficient cat’s 
paw, some anti-monopolist organization is

Mr. Pulitger’s Wonderful Achievement. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The New York WORLD has taken formal pos- 
session of its future home—the $1,000,000 
Pulitzer building—and has now the handsom- 
est and best equipped newspaper office in the 
country. The building and the paper are an 
admirable illustration of what the ability and 
energy ofone mancando, Only a few years 
ago Mr. Pulitzer, a successful St. Louts jour- 
nalist, bought for $300,000 the WorRLD, which 
had beena moribund sheet for a longtime, 
its expenses always exceeding its income. 
Nearly everyone prophesied that the venture 
would be a failure,and that Mr. Pulitzer 
would lose in the East all he had made in the 
West. It was said that to breathe the breath 
of life intoa dying paper was a difficult task 
for anyone, and that it was absurd tosuppose 
a St. Loulsan could do what so many New 
Yorkers had tried to do and failed. 

But aH these predictions came to naught, 
and never were critics more utterly discom- 
fited than those of Mr. Pulitzer. He aban- 
doned stereotyped methods and struck out in 
a new path. He gave as fully asthe other 
papers did what they considered to be news, 
but he added a number of features which they 
never had dreamed of. The WorR.LpD, which 
had been solemnly stupid, became sensa- 
tional and spectacular. It amused and inter- 
ested the people. They were bound to take it 
to see what it would donext. The circulation 
grew enormously and the advertising fol- 
lowed suit. The paper, which had beena 
source of expense to its owners, began to pay 
enormous profits, Itsincomecameto be so 
great that the surplus was sufficient for the 
construction of a superb building. 

In less than ten years Mr. Pulitzer has been 
able to givea paper which was practically 
worthless, a value of millions, and to provide 
for its use the costly structure which was 
formally turned over toit the other evening. 
No such brilliant success has been won before 
and ‘years may pass before it is paralleled. 
Mr. Pulitzer and the WorLD are entitled to 
and will receive the hearty congratulations of 
the newspaper mén of the United States. 


Mr. Niedringhaus and Tin Plate. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

Before the election there was hardly acon- 
siderable manufacturing town in the country 
in which atin plate mill was not tobeerected. 
Examination showed, however, that there 
was no foundation in fact for the newspaper 
statements in referenceto these projected 
enterprises. But we find a revival of the 
rumors about such undertakingsinthe cur- 
rent numberof Hardware,a trade journal. 
An interesting statement is madeby Mr. 
Niedringhaus of St. Louls, who, as a member 
of Congress, assistéd in passing the McKinley 
tariff act. He says that ‘‘if the American 
manufactories were prepared to turn out tin 
plate they would be able, without any duty, 
to discount by 20 percent the prices prevail- 
ing last summer on tin plate, and still pay the 
present scale of wages.’’ 

Taking Mr. Niedringhaus at his word— 
though we are free to say that we do not be- 
lieve him—the enormity ofthe injustice in 
doubling the tax on tin plate has never been 
fully comprehended. Mr. Niedringhaus 
should have madethis little tin plate speech 
before he voted for the tariff bill. It appears 
that he voted fortaking $15,000,000 out of the 
pockets of the consumers oftin plate when 
there was no ‘‘protective’’ necessity for it. 


Something Concerning the Theater.

Rev. Leonard Woolsey Bacon gave a sensl- 
ble talk concerning the drama, apropos of the 
town’s new theater, to his people of the Sec- 
ond Congregational Church in Norwich, 
Conn., Sunday evening.

At thetime of filingthe suit the plaintiff 
swore out an attachment in aidand causeda 
demand due the plaintiff. to be garnisheed, 
This demand was not due on account of her 
business, buta certificate taken outin her 
favor in a benevolent insurance society by a 
brother, now deceased. The plaintiff con- 
tends that sincethe amendment ofthe stat- 
utes, made in 1889, a married woman may be 
sued as a femme sole as well as for an obliga- 
tion incurred before the amendment as one 
incurred since, and that he has a 
right to maintain the action in 
the form brought, and also the 
attachmentin aid. The question raised is 
both new and important and is given lengthy 
consideration by the court. Hesays: ‘‘Many 
members of the bar have apparently taken it 
for granted that the amendment warrants 
Such suits.’’ He discusses the law relating to 
the obligations of married women and con 
cludes that the amendment does not have 
reference to causes of action, but is limited to 
the remedy only. He says: ‘‘It is clear 
to my mind that the only effect of the 
amendment in question is to authorize suits 
to be brought now against married women 
alone, in which it was formerly necessary 10 
join their husbands, and that the rights of 
the parties are in no way changed by it, the 
forms of the actions remain the same and the 
method of procedure and also extent of the 
remedy remain the same.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


STOCKS IN NEW YORE MORE THAN HOLD- 
ING THEIR OWN. 


English Capitalists Prepared to Send Large 
Amounts of Goldto This Country—The 
Bonded Limits of Imports to Be Ex- 
tended—Prices on the Stock Exchange 
Manifest an Upward Tendency. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15. 
WO subjects occupy- 
ing the attention of 
Wall street specula- 
tors and owners of 
railroad stocks this 
week, the meeting of 
the railroad presi- 
dents to-day andthe 
Senatorial conference 
in reference to taking 
Government action for 
the relief of the finan- 
cial situation. Theab- 
sence of the Chicago 
& Alton from the con- 
ference is considered 
to be very unfortu- 
nate, but it is believed 
that if the other lines 
can come to some 
Agreement that this road will sub- 
scribe to it. In the meantime 
, the fact that the conference is being held, and 
that allinterested seem to be convinced of 
the necessity of taking some action that will 
put a stop torate-cutting and will enable 
business to be done ona profitable basis has 
hadamarkedly stimulating influence upon 
railroad securities. 

THE SENATORIAL CONFERENCE. 

With equal interest the Senatorial confer- 
ence now in progress in Washing- 
ton is being discussed. The  proposi- 
tion to purchase 13,000,000 ounces of 
silver is the one that is arousing most inter- 
est, as this would afford the most immediate 
relief. A deputation of business men will visit 
the national capital for the purpose of en- 
deavoring to obtain an alteration of the laws 
_ in reference to the national bank reserves, as 
the present legislation is regarded as decid- 
edly oppressive. The evident inclination of 
Congress toact promptly has hada benefi- 
cial effect in restoring confidence, and in 
consequence of thisa number of mercantile 


firms have been able to extend their paper. 
Great interest Is also felt in the proposition to 
extend the period during which imported 
woods may remain in bond from February until 
July, which case merchants who have 
made large purchases will be relieved from 
greatembarrassment. Itis recognized that 
the stock market is nearly entirely dependent 
upon the condition of the mercantile houses, 
and thata number of fallures would cause a 
disastrous panic on the Stock Exchange. 
THE MONEY MARKET, 

The supply of money, present and pros- 
ective, must be made sufficient forthe press- 
ng needs of the street, as few holders of 
stocks are willing to sell at pres- 
ent prices unless tiiey are compelled 
to doso, and unless some strong pressure is 
brought to bear there is no prospect ofa 
flooded market. A few heavy commercial 
failures would, however, throw a great quan- 
tity of stocks on the street, and would also 
reduce the supply of money necessary to 
carry them very greatly. The interest rates 
are regarded as misleading, as while for use 
on Wail street call money can be obtained at 
from 4tos per cent, merchants have to pay 
10 or 12 per cent. On Thursday and Friday 
a few time loans were made, which had much 
to do with the firm feeling and there was an 
extensive covering of stocks. There have 
been few failures of importance within the 
last few days, andthis has alsohad a tend- 
ency to stiffen prices. 
thata great many largefirms are seriously 
involved and great anxtet? its felt in regard 
totheir ability to weatherthe storm. The 
feeling of uncertainty that prevails if evi- 


denced by the fact that few brokers will pur- 
chase for customers on margins and that 
these few confine their dealings to the 
strongest securities. 

OPENING PRICES, 

The stock market this morning was qulet, 
but displayed great strength in the early 
dealings which, however, disappeared later 
and areaction oceurred. The favorable as- 

of the situatfon with the 
London figures had the _ effect 
opening the market materially 
higher than Saturday’s closing figures, most 
stocks being from %& to %& per cent better, 
while Northern Pacific preferred and Rock 
Island were each up 1 per cent. The further 
gains were not large, Missour! Pacific leading 
the usually active stocks with a raise of % per 
cent, but Wheeling & Lake Erie preferred 
rose 1%. The market became sluggish and 
rices retired after these figures hac been at- 
ained and in many cases went back to those 
of the opening. The great feature of the 
market, however, wasthe sharp advance in 
silver certificates, which was stimulated by 
the late talk of possible silver legislation and 
other schemes to utilize the metal, dnd from 
16 atthe opening it mounted to 109\%, losing 
onl a small portion of the increase.

THE CLEWS CIRCULAR. 


A Firmer Feeling Prevalent in the New 
York Stock Market. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 13.—The past week’s 
course of affairs in Wall street shows no very 
striking change from that of the week pre- 


vious. What change has occurred, however, 
has been distinctly in the direction of recov- 
ery. At the Stock Exchange, although the 
transactions have been comparatively liberal 
in amount, yet they have been largely con- 
fined tothe ‘‘room traders,’’ the ‘‘outside’’ 
element doing very little on speculative ac- 
count, though still buying for investment. 
Prices of stocks have been almost 
entirely at the mercy of professional 
operators; but with this difference, as com- 
ared with the previous week—thata solid 
»0ttom is “gy ered admitted to have been 
reached, and ¢onsequently the ‘‘bears,’’ in- 
stead of being such continuously, are becom- 
ing alternately ‘‘bull’’ and ‘‘bear.’’ The 
elements for a sustained ‘‘bull’’ movement 
for even a moderate rise do not seem to beat 
present entirely matured; but the market is 
more visibly working inthat direction, nota- 
bly so yesterday, when prices generally ad- 
vanced and a much more hopeful feeling was 
developed. 

In banking circles there has been a percep- 
tible recovery of tone, and the ability of the 
banks to meet the demands of borrowers is 
extending; but the embarrassments and falil- 
ures among commercial firms Is felt to justify 
the continuance of strict caution and dis- 
crimination. Towards mercantile borrowers 
the banks seem disposed to extend the most 
liberal consideration consistent with 
prudence; and the fact that fail- 
ares are diminishing in frequency 
tends to strengthen’ that disposition. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has, during the 
week, paid out about $9,800,000 in the pur- 
chase of 4 per cents, $6,500,000 of which has 
gone direct into the local banks; and the con- 
dition of the foreign exchanges indicates a 
liberaltransfer of gold from Great Britain 
and the Continent to this city. Already, 
amounts aggregating -about $4,000,000 have 
either been shipped or engaged for shipment 
and the probability is that con- 
siderable further sums may be _ sent. 
The Bank of ingland has expressed 
its willingness to pdrt with £1,000,000 gold for 
the United States, which is additional to the 
$4,000,000 referred to. The London = TJimes 
strongly urges upon the Bank of France and 
the Impertal Bank of Germany the propriety 
of their sending liberal amountsof gold to 
the United States as a meansof curing the 
prevailing demoralization, which seems to be 
regarded as a matter ’seriously affecting 
European finances and therefore deserving 
the attention of the controlling banks. The 
suggestion of the Timos probably came from 
an influential source and may probably have 
some practical significance. The Bank of 
England is evidently ready to make some 
sacrifice for New York, or it would probably 
have advanced its rate of discounton 
Thirsday in view of the condition of ex- 
change at this point, and it carries a favora- 
ble inference asto the condition of the bank 
and the London market that such a disposl- 
tion should existin that quarter. 

It seems reasonable to expect that when the 
reserves of the banks have been as liberally 
re- enforced as may be expected from the 
above-mentioned movements, there will bea 
prompt and important recovery of confidence, 
in the money market and the stock 
market. The negotiations between the Pres!i- 
dents of the Western and Southwestern rall- 
road systems scarcely yet amount toa recog- 
nized element in the value of stocks, be- 
cause Wall street has become so accustomed 
to the failure of co-operative schemes for 
regulating competition as to wait for accom- 
plished facts in such cases, rather than dis- 
count the future. Nevertheless, there ap- 
pears tobe much probability that the pro- 
posed arrangements will come to fruition; 
and that result would introduce a hope 
intothe railroad market that would quite 
probably become an important help to the re- 
covery of prices. 

The averages of this week’s bank statement 
imperfectly reflect the actual condition of the 


reserveseat the close. The transactions 
between tT banks and the Sub-Treasury 
yield a gai of about $%,500,000 In cash to the 
banks; while the exchanges with outside 
banks show a net loss of currency of about 
$1,500,000, which has gone chiefly to Boston 
and Philadelphia.

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ST. VINCENT DE PAUL’S SOCIETY. 


The Annual Meeting Yesterday—Plans for 
the Winter. 

At St. Lawrence O’Toole’s School Hall last 
night the St. Vincent De Paul Society as- 
sembled in annual session, the work before 
the session being a review ofthe work of the 
thirty-five conferences in and about St. Louis 


within the past year. 

Rev. Wm. Walsh, pastor of St. Bridget’s 
Church, made the opening prayer upon the 
request of President Louis Fusz. On the 
stage were Fathers Walsh, Fallon, O’Brien, 
Coffey, Morrisse, Lavey, Zeigler and Burd, 
The attendance was very large, showing an 
increasing interest in the work of 
the society. The reports from 
the conferences were very com.- 
plete and exhaustive, showing the increase 
and decrease in members, collections, de- 
pendent poor, etc., inthe respective confer- 
erences. They showed conclusively that the 
society is active and doing any amount of 
good. Inall 2102 families were relieved with 
a sum total of $9,412.76. 

At the conclusion of routine business Presi- 
dent Fusz delivered an address, in which he 
said that this was the first time within his ex- 
perience as a member of the society that all 
the conferences had presented resumes of 
their work. He said that he was giad that 
the members of St. Vincent De Paul’s Society 
were taking an interest in the deserving 
poor, bringing at least aray of happiness 
into miserable and destitute homes. That 
one of its greatest objects is to 
look afterand cherish the innocent children, 
and seethatno temptations overtake their 
faltering footsteps. The Pope, the speaker 
said, looked to St. Vincent de Paul’s Socity as 
the solver of the differences between capital 
and labor. 

AI. Hi. Phelan suggested that the society 
have a central office, where an agent would 
keep a list of all applicants for aid. This 
avent could also examine into the worthiness 
of the applicant systematically. He also sug- 
gested the opening of night schools for the 
purpose of educating the poor. Father Zeigler 
spoke in favor of the distribution of good lit- 
erature amongthe poor, and paid a glowing 
tribute to the society of st.

ENGINEER GAYLEE CAN BUILD A BRIDGE 
OVER CLARE AVENUE. 


His Report on the Subject and His Esti- 
mates as to The Probable Cost—A Nec- 
essary Appropriation—How a Bill Was 
Not Paid—Harbor Improvements—Mu- 
nicipal Matters.

It 
is doing some planning and figuring which 
may bring satisfactory results. To-day Mr. 
Carl Gayler, the bridge engineer, sent the 
following statement to Street Commissioner 
Murphy: 

**Agreeable to your instructions I havecare- 
fully considered the question of bridging the 
railroad tracks leading intothe Union Depot 
ona line paralleltoand about 110 feet south 
of that portion of Clark avenue which it is pro- 

sed to abandon and beg leave to report as 
ollows: 

With the meager information furnished by 
the Union Depot Co. in regard to grade and 
location of their new tracks I had to make the 
following assumptions: 

1. Tracks on a level with Missouri Pacific 
tracks on Eighteenth street, thirty-three 
feet above city directrix,which grade {fs about 
the same as that of Clark avenue at inter- 
section with Eighteenth street and Twentieth 
street. Itis not likely that this grade could 
be materially altered, as railroad tracks 
leading into a depot should be.as nearly ona 
level grade as possible. 

2. That the clearance for tracks between 
Fighteeath and Twentieth streets underneath 
the bridge should extend from the west line 
of Ejghteenth street toa point 100 feet east of 
Twentieth. This is an assumption, witha 
view to making the bridge more feas: ible, but 
the Union Depot company will probably insist 
on a clearance from Eighteenth to Twentieth 
streets. 

It is further assumed that the clearance un- 
der the bridge is W feet and the thickness of 
the floor 4 feet, which fixes the elevation of 
the bridge at 57 feet above City Directrix, and 
that the grade of the approaches should not 
exceed 3 feet in 100. 

Under these suppositions Twentieth street 
at the west end of the bridge has to be raised 
21 feet, necessitatinga raising of Twentieth 
street as far north as Walnut street, of Clark 
avenue west of Twentieth a distance of 300 
feet and of Eugenia a distance of 100. 

At the eastend of the bridge the approach 
of the Eighteenth street bridge has to be 
raised; i.e., the present level portion of the 
Eighteenth street bridge has to be extended 
north until it meets the end of the proposed 
new bridge, and from there north on Eigh- 
teenth street as far as Market street and 
(lark avenue'’neaily as far east as Sixteenth 
street have to be raised. 

The cost of the proposed bridge proper, #0 
feet wide and supposed toconsist of a number 
of short spans, will be $120 per linear foot, or 
about $80,000; with longer spans, which would 
be preferable, about $110,000. 

Raising of streets, building temporary re- 
taining walls along the house lines, and re- 
laying the roadway and sidewalks on the new 
reg about $100,000, making the cost of the 

ridge inclusive of approaches between $150,- 
000 and $210,000 

To this estimate have to be added the claim 
for damages to adjoining property in conse- 
quence ofthe changes of grade. At Twen- 
tieth street and Clark avenue, west of Twen 
tieth and east of Eighteenth are well built up; 
those damages may amount to $80,000 or $100,- 
ovo. Yours respectfully, CARL GAYLER, 

Bridge Engineer. 

The estimates of Mr. Gayler bring the total 
costof the structure up to about $800,000, 
which costis considered reasonable by the 
officials when the benefits to bederived are 
taken into consideration. The uestion now 
arises for the legislators to ecide as to 
whether the sacrifices made in the streets by 
the city to the railroads are not worth the 
sum it will cost to build the bridge. 

The amount of property represented in 
abandoned streets alone is very considerable 
and willbe of great valuegothe railroads. 
The whole question will be"brought up this 
evening in the meeting of the special Union 
Depot Committee of the Council, 


An Urgent Necessity. 


There was an ordinance introduced some 
time ago into the Council which has strucka 
snaginthe Council Committee an Ways and 
Means. The ordinance is to appropriate $3,- 
000 for printing and $1,200 for clerk in the 
Neg‘ster’s office. The need for this appro- 
priation is becoming greater every day and 
will soon become very annoying. 

The purpose for which it is asked Is to bring 
the records of the office up to date and pre- 
ee duplicate copies of such ordinances as 

ave been in such demand by the public 
that all extra copies are ex- 
hausted.

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-FOOT-BALL AS A SPORT. 


“WHE AMERICAN INTERCOLLEGIATE AND 


ENGLISH RUGBY GAMES COMPARED. 


A British Expert Thinks the Latter Is More 
Interesting for Spectatore—Macon on 
the McCool-Coburm Matches—MoLean | 


Outruns Kemp for the Championship of | 


the World—Base Ball and Other Sport- 
ing News. 


MONG the 

spectators at 
the recent Prince- 
ton-Yale foot-ball 
match was an old 
English player, who 
had been a member | 
both of the Oxford 
University and the 
Somerset County 
teams. He was 
much interested in 
the game as the col- 
lege boys played it, 
this being the first 


nder the intercol- 

legiate rules. I had 

a long talk with this 

gentleman, in the course of which he fur- 

nished an interesting comparison of the 

American college game with the Rugby Union 
game as played in England. 

It must be remembered that when the In- 
tercollegiate Foot Ball Association was 
formed in 1876 the English rules were adopted 
with but slight modifications. Since that 
time, however, the game has been developed 
along different lines entirely, the tendency in 
each case being to afford greater opportunity 
forteam play. Theresult, as shown inthe 
Yale-Princeton match,isa game brought to 
the highest perfection of science, but for that 
very reason a game less interesting than the 
one of a few years ago, marked only by the 
brilliant work of individual players. Here is 
what our English friend hastosay about our 
game: 

‘*The game of football, as played between 
Yale and Princeton furnishes an example of 
the intercollegiate game brought to perfec- 
tion, but in comparison with the Rugby Union 
game itisten years behind the age. Fifteen 
years ago in Englanda new foot-ball exponent 
arose. His name was Vassall, and he was 
successively Captain of Oxford University 
and the Somerset County teams. He argued 
thatthe incessent scrimmaging indulged in, 
when every two minutes one heap of strug- 
gling brawn fell upon another, was inthe 
first place not interestingto the spectator, 


and consequently the game was losing its 
popeernty and, secondly, that little more 
an brute force was require d, so that the 
heavier team had everthing in its favor, and 
all players who could not tip the scales at 160 
unds or over were barred out. Skill in run- 
ning, tackling and dodging was almost elim- 
inated, there was so little of it to do, and it 
became a question as to which team had the 
heavier forwards. 

‘*Vassall inaugurated the fast passing game 
with loose scrimmages and plenty of kicking, 
s0 that the ball passes from one end of the 
— to the other in rapid succession, and 

he resultofthe game is in abeyance’ until 
time is called. 

‘*Now the American game possesses all the 
faults of the old Ruby game, with one great 
exception—namely ,the excellent system of sig 
nalingand the admirable team play ;moreover, 
the brawn, muscle and weight is more intel- 


,ligently handled than in the old Rugby game. 


**But there its excellence ends. Who but 
he college boys comprehend the signals? To 
the average spectator the game appears to be 
nothing more than a series of rushes, ending 
in a struggling heap of bodies, arms and legs. 
There is no opportunity to mark the excel- 
lence ofteam play. Butthe plays which do 
excite the enthusiam of collegians and 
civillans alike are the finer runs, sharp 
tackles, and the skillful punts when hard 
ressed. Such playsas those made by Mc- 
lung, Homans, Poeand Lee in the recent 
mes; such runs as Ames, Lamarand Terry 
lave made in pastdays. But how rare they 
are! Arunof forty yards isa wonderin the 
American game. 

‘*Now just hereis where the Rugby game 
excels. A dozen such runs are made by each 
team in vA course of the game. Greater op- 
ye are given tothe backsto run and 

or the spectators to admire a fine dash 
brought to a close by a fine tackle. 

‘*‘The main difference between the two 
games isthat under Rugby union rules no 

layer may ‘block off’ or ‘guard’ a player of 

is own side running withthe ball. Instead, 
he runs behind him, ready for the ball to be 
passed when his fellow is likely to be collared, 
and inthis way, by a series of fine passes, the 
ballis often carried from one end of the field 
to the other in a single run, after having 
changed hands five or six times in its journey 
down the field. A team, therefore, need not 
be a heavy one to win, so long as the passing 
and running are good.

lived put up their hands.’’ His marital 
troubles had broken his heart and he had no 
ambition left.

IT WILL BE RE-OPENED. 


The Famous Contest Over the Will of Mrs. 
Seaman. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—There seems to be 
some prospect of the re-opening of a will con- 
test which arou considerable interest in 
this city about twelve years ago, and which 
will involve now, itis said, property to the 
amount of $3,000,000 or $4,000,000. The will to 
be contested is that of Mrs. Ann Drake Sea- 
man, who died about March 4, 1878, at an ad- 
vanced age, leaving no immediate relatives 


but making ned ge Drake and his sister, 
her second cousin, ot ne to the greater 
portion of her proper The attempt was 
made to show, Guring the first trial 
of the case before Surrogate Cal- 
vin in 1878, that Mrs. Seaman had 
not been of sound mind, or at least of suffici- 
ently sound mind at the time of the date of 
the will to dispose of her property in an equl- 
table manner.

THE BEHRING ‘SEA CONTROVERSY. 


Secretary Blaine and Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote Unable to Agree. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 15.—It appears 
that another crisis has been reached in the 
negotiations between this Government and 
the Government of Great Britain with regard 
to the seal fisheries of Behring Sea. Itis 
learned from areliable source that Secretary 
Blaine intends to send to Congress, withina 
few days, a special message on the subject, 
which, while presenting the communications 


which have recently passed between the two 
Governments, will declare another failure of 
the two sides to agree even upon a mode of 
procedure to effect a final agree- 
ment. Both sides, appears, are 
willing to leave to arbitration 
the question of the United States’ sov- 
ereignty in the watersof the Behring Sea, 

and consequently the right of United States 
revenue cutters to seize or interfere with 
Canadian sealing vessels outside of the three- 
mile limit, but they cannot agree upon the 
method of getting at thisarbitration and they 
cannot agree upon a temporary regulation to 
be applied dufing the time which must elapse 
before the result of arbitration can be known. 

The British Minister proposes that forthe 
temporary period it shall be understood that 
allseal huntinginany part of the Behring 
Sea shall be entirely prohibited during May 
and June and from October to December, 

and that during July, August and Sep- 

ember, no marauders ‘shall be be permitted to 
land on the seal islands and no sailing vessels 
shall be permitted to approach within ten 
miles of the islands. Secretary Blaine is ut- 
terly dissatisfied with this proposition. July 
to September he regarded as the very best 
poaching season and the British Minister’s 
proposition would secure the chers from 
interference outside ofa ten-mile limit dur- 
ing that period. 

n other words, while pretending to apply 
restrictions upon the poachers, Sir Suita 
Pauncefote’s suggestion would give them all 
the ae they wanted during the very season 
when they count upon doing their poach- 
ing. Besides, Secretary Blaine is per- 
fectly confident that the ten-mile limit prohi- 
bition would not rohibit, and con- 
sidering the thick fog in which the 
seal islands are almost always enveloped it is 
by no means certain that the marauders who 
have been inthe habit of landing stealthily 
on the seal islands would be restrained from 
acontinuance of their thieving by a paper 
prohibition which Sir Julian Pauncefote sug- 
gests. Nothing will satisfy Secretary Blaine 
but the application during the months of 
July, August and September of the out-and- 
out order of exclusion from Behring Sea 
which Sir Julian suggests for the months be- 
fore and after that period. This is the rock 

upon Ww hich the negotiations split. Mr. Blaine 
won’t accept what Is offered and Pauncefote 
won't offer any more.

He 
went away about 8 o’clock and returned 
shortly after that hour this mornin Emma 
was ready to go tochurchand sa ‘down to 
breakfast ashe entered. He was unusual 
ugly and an Emma worea gold watc 
and@chain, a present froma young man she 
was to marry about Christmas. Without say- 
ing a word he seized the watch and chain and 
dashed them against the stove. While I was 
remonstrating with him for this Emma 
quietly left the table and went up stairs.

Among those who passed upstairs to the un- 
fortunate girl pending the arrival of the Cor- 
oner was Kev. Mr. Waters, in whose church 
Emma was organist, and & devoted member. 
He was on his way to church, and was 
shocked at the news of her death. During all 
this commotion her father sat downstairs, 
sullen, morose and unmoved, He, however, 
closely watched the\people as they 
and out, but made no reference to his Genet 
ter’s death. Emma Wolf was in her 2th 
year. Four years ago she was elected princi- 
ee teacher in the public schools. Rev. Mr. 
Vaters paid an elequent tribute to the dead 
girl during the services at his church.
